The  Printed  Page  a  Thing  of  Beauty, 

A  Glance  at  the  Exhibition  of  Students'  Work  at 
the    L.C.G,    Central   School   of  Arts  and  Crafts. 


To  the  printer  who  finds  his  mind  barren  of 
ideas,  who  fails  of  the  inspiration  that  should 
give  the  touch  of  beauty  to  his  work  and  is 
inclined  to  become  bored  in  the  practice  of 
his  craft,  perhaps  nothing  can  be  more  confi- 
dently recommended  as  a  reliable  restorative 
than  that  he  turn  for  a  while  from  his  efforts 
to  produce,  and  rest  mind  and  heart  in  enjoy- 
ing the  contemplation  of  examples  of  typo- 
graphy of  true  artistic  merit.  Though  the 
recent  exhibition  of  students'  work  in  printing 
and  allied  crafts  at  the  L.C.C.  Central  School, 
Southampton-row.  was  cramped  by  lack  of 
room  available,  and  so  was  less  comprehensive 
than  we  have  previously  known  it,  there  were 
nevertheless  some  delightful  specimens  to  be 
seen  of  beautiful  workmanship  in  the  printers', 
letterers',  illustrators'  and  binders'  arts.  Many 
a  printer,  we  fancy,  visiting  this  little  exhibi- 
tion, must  have  come  away  with  a  renewed 
and  exhilarating  realisation  of  the  close  rela- 
tionship that  is  possible  between  the  high 
heavens  of  art  and  the  realms— often  so  drably 
mundane-seeming— of  the  everyday  labours 
of  the  manager,  overseer,  "  comp."  or 
"  minder.'' 

The  Hand-Lettered  Page. 

Although  not  strictly  printer's  work,  a  fine 
showing  of  illuminated  manuscripts  and 
manuscript  books  in  vellum,  which  early 
caught  the  visitor's  eye,  gave  the  key  to  the 
work  of  the  School.  From  the  best  manu- 
script books  of  the  past  come  the  traditions 
embodied  in  the  best  book-production  of  to- 
day. Those  manuscripts  gave  us  beautiful 
lettering  true  to  the  tool  producing  it,  in  that 
case  the  pen ;  and,  though  often  over- 
elaborated,  the  best  of  them  indicated  that 
the  highest  art  is  always  marked  by  restraint, 
and  in  certain  respects  by  simplicity.      It  was 


a  departure  from  this  trueness  to  tool  (to  pen,, 
brush  or  chisel  as  the  case  might  be)  and  a 
general  throwing  off  of  restraint,  that  gave 
us  the  crazy  type- faces,  heterogeneous  assort- 
ment of  types,  and  wild  ornamentation  of 
Victorian  typography.  It  is  a  return  to  reason, 
a  re  emphasis  of  the  artistic  essentials,  that 
bases  the  School's  ideals  of  book  production. 
Thus  it  was  fitting  that  a  prominent  place  in 
the  exhibition  was  given  to  students'  manu- 
scripts. And  very  beautiful  many  of  them 
were.  Resplendent  in  gold  and  the  colours- 
deai  to  the  scribes  of  days  gone  by,  they  re- 
called the  treasured  pages  that  are  left  to  us 
from  far-off  days  and  are  now  so  carefully 
preserved  in  museums  and  elsewhere,  and  one 
thought  with  a  smile  of  the  contrast  between 
the  writers  then  and  now  the  solemn  shaven 
monk  of  the  Middle  Ages,  and  the  bright-eyed 
boy  or  girl  of  modern  London  Town.  And 
the  beauty  of  the  hand-lettered  page  brought 
home  to  one  how  valuable  the  practice  of  this- 
art  must  be  to  the  student  who  aspires  to 
become  later  on  a  producer  of  books  that  are 
beautiful. 

Examples  of  Printing. 

There  were  on  view  also  printed  books  and 
sheets,  the  work  of  students,  which  showed 
that  the  simply  but  artistically  printed  pi^Se 
can  be  most  pleasing  in  its  effects.  Title- 
pages,  relying  for  their  beauty  upon  the  form 
of  the  single  type  face  used  and  the  careful 
disposition  andspacing  of  the  lines,  gave  com- 
plete satisfaction,  as  did  also  the  black  mass 
of  a  well-printed  page  of  text,  often  relieved 
with  a  large  coloured  intial,  the  whole  placed 
with  careful  respect  to  the  size  of  margins. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  new  certi- 
ficate of  the  L.C.C.  evening  institutes  origi- 
nated at   this  school.      In  striking  contrast 
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with  the  heavj'.  over-elaborated,  ornament- 
ridden  diploma  forms  still  so  often  seen,  the 
new  L.C.C.  certificate  achieves  dignity  and 
beauty  with  the  use  of  the  simplest  typo- 
graphical devices  Careful  choice  of  but  a 
few  sizes  of  a  single  fount  of  type,  with  judi- 
cious spacing,  gives  a  pleasing  body  of  text, 
and  this  is  crowned  and  dignified  by  a  single 
and  appropriate  ornament,  the  Council  arms 
in  proper  colours. 

Specimens  of  posters  produced  at  the  school 
showed  how  effective  very  simple  display  work 
can  be,  especially  when  helped  out  by  woodcut 
monograms  or  initials,  which  can  be  easily 
produced,  even  by  boys,  and  can  be  made  to 
give  a  distinctive' and'  distinguished  appear- 
ance to  quite  unelaborated  work. 

The  War  Memorial  Scroll  forms  a  notable 
and  very  creditable  example  of  woodcut 
printing  done  by  the  school.  This  is  the 
scroll  sent  by  the  King  to  the  next  of-kin  of 
those  wiio  died  in  the  war.  The  lettering, 
which  is  simple,  but  effective— based  on  pen- 
made  forms  —  is  in  black,  with  coloured 
initials,  and  is  surmounted  by  the  Royal 
.Arms  in  four  colours. 

Illustration  work,  of  course,  is  also  a  strong 
feature  of  the  Central  School,  and  there  were 
to  be  seen  some  admirable  examples  in  litho- 
graphy, etching,  dry-point,  mezzotint  and 
aquatint. 

Bookbinding  Exhibits. 

Some  fine  specimens  of  binders'  work  were 
also  on  view.  Full  leather  bindings,  half- 
bindings,  and  quarter  -  bindings,  down  to 
cheap  cloth  covers  were  shown  in  variety, 
some  of  them  blind-tooled,  some  in  gold, 
some  inlaid,  many  being  of  exquisite  design. 
The  entire  absence  in  most  cases  of  any 
amateurish  touches  made  it  difificult  to  realise 
that  some  of  these  student-binders  are  not  yet 
sixteen.  Some  also  of  the  tools  with  which 
the  ornamentation  was  done  were  shown— 
designed  and  cut  bv  the  students  themselves. 

The  exhibition  included,  besides  examples 
of  the  work  mentioned  above,  some  beautiful 
painted  miniatures,  specimens  of  jeweller's 
and  potter's  work,  etc.  This,  however,  did 
not  cover  the  whole  range  of  the  schools 
curriculum,  and  architecture  and  fine  art  are 
to  be  adequately  represented  at  another  exhi- 
bition to  be  held  later. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  praise  of  any 
earnest  effort  to  link  up  creative  art  with 
industry,  and  the  work  of  the  Central  School 
of  Arts' and  Crafts  is  undoubtedly  an  impor- 
tant contribution  to  such  endeavour.  To  give 
the  printer  the  vision  and  the  executive 
ability  that  can  enable  him  to  transform  his 
task,  in  some  measure  at  least,  from  the  mere 
soul-killing  routine  which  too  often  it  is,  into 
the  work  of  an  artist  creating  things  of  beauty, 
will  do  much  both  to  allay  the  prevalent  dis- 
content of  the  workers  and  to  enhance  the 
dignity  of  the  printer's  craft. 


ASSOCIATION. 

Deputations  on  Salaries  Question. 


A  Bill  has  been  introduced  into  the  House 
of  Representatives,  Washington,  proposing  a 
tax  upon  advertisements  in  newspapers  and 
other  publications. 


The  principal  business  of  the  May  meeting 
of  the  Printers'  Managers  and  Overseers 
(Parent)  Association,  held  on  Tuesday  of  last 
week,  was  a  further  discussion  of  the  question 
of  salaries,  the  subject  being  introduced  by 
the  receiving  of  the  report  of  the  Salaries 
Committee  which,  at  the  recent  special 
general  meeting,  was  appointed  to  collect 
evidence.  A  long  and  keen  discussion  fol- 
lowed the  report,  and  the  outcome  was  the 
appointing  of  two  deputations  to  approach 
the  employers  in  the  matter,  one  deputation 
to  wait  upon  the  Master  Printers'  Association 
and  the  other  to  interview  the  Newspaper 
Proprietors'  Association.

Tlie  Visit  to  Leeds.

and  Reed,  attend  the  United  Gathering  at 
Leeds  to  represent  the  Parent  Association  "  ; 
and  "That  the  Parent  Association  pay  half 
railway  fare  of  any  London  member  desirous 
of  attending." 

The  Leeds  visit  promises  to  prove  a  very 
interesting  and  enjoyable  affair  for  those 
participating.  The  programme  for  Saturday, 
June  I2th— "unless  members  upset  it,"  says 
the  secretary— will  be  as  follows  :  Visit  Uni- 
versity in  the  morning;  lunch;  run  out  to 
Wharfedale  in  the  afternoon  ;  tea ;  a  real 
old-fashioned  "  Free  and  Easy"  in  the  even- 
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ing.  The  proprietor  of  the  Griffin  Hotel 
(chosen  as  the  Association's  headquarters  on 
this  occasion)  is  reserving  the  whole  of  his 
bedroom  accommodation  for  the  Association, 
and  the  secretary  (Mr.  E.  W.  Whittle)  is 
anxious  that  members  intending  to  visit 
Leeds  should  let  him  know  their  requirements 
without  delay. 


NEWS. 


Speaking  at  the  eighth  annual  dinner  of  the 
Newspaper  Society  on  Wednesday  night, 
Lord  Riddell  declared  that  the  imposts  which 
weighed  upon  journalism  and  prevented  its 
expansion  were  greater  to-day  than  in  1832. 
The  newspaper  Press  was  passing  through  a 
very  serious  phase.  Whereas  before  the  war 
paper  cost  id.  per  lb.  it  w  as  now  6d.,  a  situa- 
tion the  real  gravity  of  which  was  not  ap- 
preciated by  people  outside  the  trade.  If  the 
price  continued  at  its  current  rate  the  prospect 
certainly  was  not  entrancing. 

Mr.  Valentine  Knapp,  President  of  the 
Society,  said  there  were  rumours  of  big  con- 
tracts for  paper  at  which  the  price  was  given 
at  2d.  per  pound  more  than  the  6d.  mentioned 
by  Lord  Riddell,  and  it  might  advance  to  gd. 
before  many  months  were  past.  This  was  in- 
deed a  serious  situation,  if  disaster  were  to 
happen  — he  would  not  say  to  the  great  news- 
papers, but  to  the  provincial  Press,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  high  price  of  paper,  it  was  the 
country  itself  which  would  suffer.  He  sug- 
gested the  possible  usefulness  of  conferences 
between  the  London  Press  and  the  "  little 
brothers  "  of  the  provinces,  and  affirmed  the 
necessity  of  arriving  at  conditions  in  the  in- 
dustry more  fixed  than  those  which  at  present 
prevailed. 


Printing  Direct  from  the  Hatrlx. 


An  invention  patented  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Trapp, 
editor  of  a  local  newspaper  at  Topeka,  Kan- 
sas, U.S.A.,  is  intended  to  eliminate  stereo- 
typing, and  save  the  time  now  consumed  in 
making  stereo  plates.  By  means  of  depressed 
type,  instead  of  the  raised  type  now  in  use,  it 
would  be  possible,  Mr.  Trapp  claims,  to  make 
a  matrix  directly  from  the  page  as  it  is  locked 
in  the  forms.  The  matrix  would  then  be 
locked  on  the  cylinder  of  the  cylinder  of  the 
press,  instead  of  the  stereotyped  impression  of 
the  matrix,  and  the  paper  printed  from  it 
instead.

The  Employer's  Case. 


Rats  found  the  taste  of  French  bank  note 
paper  so  good  that  they  ate  the  fortune  of  a 
Marans  farmer,  who  had  stowed  £"1,000  in 
notes  away  for  safety. 


At  the  first  annual  conversazione  of  the 
Central  Districts  Branch  of  the  L.M.P.A.— re- 
ported in  part  in  last  week's  issue— Sir  William 
Waterlow  was  the  speaker  to  follow  Mr.  G.  A. 
Isaacs. 

Sir  \Vm.  Waterlow,  after  expressing  ap- 
preciation of  the  work  of  .vlr.  Isaacs,  said  he 
could  not  find  fault  with  anything  that 
gentleman  had  said.  Sir  William  observed 
that  when  the  constitution  of  the  Industrial 
Council  for  the  printing  trade  was  drafted 
they  thought  it  was  going  to  get  over  all  their 
difficulties  and  that  no  little  pin  pricks  would 
rise  so  easily.  It  was  a  curious  coincidence, 
however,  that  only  that  morning  the  machine 
minders  in  one  of  their  houses  said  they  were 
going  out  at  once  unless  ^certain  course  was 
adopted.  He,  Sir  William,  turned  round  to 
his  manager  and  said  :  "  I  am  going  to  speak 
of  betterment  as  an  aid  to  production  to- 
night." (Laughter.)  The  reply  of  the  mana- 
ger was,  "Well,  I  think  you  will  be  in  good 
form."  (Renewed  Laughter.)  This  little 
trouble  was  a  question  as  to  which  of  two 
societies  should  run  certain  machines.  It  was 
no  matter  that  he  cared  about  one  way  or  the 
other.  The  firm  was  prepared  to  accept 
whatever  decis'on  the  unions  came  to,  but 
they  were  apparently  unable  to  come  to  an 
agreement  and  endeavoured  to  obtain  a  de- 
cision by  saying  that  unless  one  society 
v/orked  the  machine,  the  other  men  would 
come  out.  That,  said  Sir  William,  was  not 
the  spirit  in  w^hich  they  entered  into  better- 
ment. He  would  be  glad  if  his  remarks 
could  be  conveyed  to  the  larger  body  of  the 
printing  trade  unions  and  they  might  be  able 
to  settle  the  trouble.  If  not,  there  was  the 
Industrial  Council. 

District  Councils. 

Sir  William  proceeded  to  urge  the  com- 
pletion of  the  establishment  of  the  District 
Councils  under  the  Industrial  Council.  Be- 
cause these  had  not  been  completed,  he 
believed  the  National  Convention  would  not 
be  held  this  year,  and  he  looked  to  a  great 
deal  arising  from  that  Convention. 

The  speaker  agreed  with  Mr.  Isaacs  that  in 
order  to  get  greater  production,  betterment 
must  come  first,  and  they  must  really  turn 
round  and  see  in  what  way  they  could  better 
the  conditions  of  their  workers.  To  improve 
conditions  was  not  only  good  for  the  workers, 
but  for  the  benefit  of  the  employers  as  well. 
In  this  connection  he  thought  the  subject  of 
welfare  work  was  worth  considering  and  he 
strongly  advised  the  larger  firms  to  arrange 
for  a  welfare  supervisor.  They  had  tried  this 
system  in  one  of  their  country  works  with 
excellent  results.  He  suggested  that  master 
printers  should  take  their  wives  into  their 
confidence  and  get  them  to  visit  the  factories 
in  order  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  em- 
ployees.   (Applause.)    The    speaker    insisted 
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that  master  printers  had  to  impress  their 
mentality  upon  their  workpeople  through  the 
welfare  worker.  In  the  smaller  firms,  of 
course,  the  employer  could  do  this  for  him- 
self. 

Cost  of  Unemployment. 
With  regard  to  the  question  of  unemploy- 
ment, Sir  William  said  practically  all  of  them 
felt  that  the  cost  of  unemployment  that  arose 
in  the  trade  should  fall  on  the  trade  and  not 
on  the  funds  of  the  unions.  Fui  thermore,  the 
seasonal  branciies  of  the  trade  should  bear  a 
higher  proportion  of  the  expense.  He  did  not 
know  whether  Mr.  Waterston's  Committee 
would  be  dealing  with  the  matter  on  those 
lines,  but  it  would  be  a  great  feather  in  the 
cap  of  the  Industrial  Council  if  they  were  able 
to  launch  an  unemployment  scheme  especially 
for  their  trade.     (Applause.) 

Coming  to  the  question  of  apprentices,  Sir 
William  agreed  that  this  was  not  in  a  satis- 
factory condition,  ^n  several  branches  of 
their  "trade,  and  particularly  in  the  litho- 
graphic branch,  they  had  not  had  a  sufficient 
number  of  apprentices  and  they  all  were  suffer- 
ing very  badly  from  a  shortage  of  labour. 
There  was  no  question  at  all  that  there  was 
an  enormous  amount  of  lithographic  work  to 
be  obtained  not  only  in  this  country  but  for 
export,  and  unless  British  printers  were  able 
to  do  it,  that  work  was  going  to  a  foreign 
competitor,  which  would  be  an  unfortunate 
state  of  affairs.  He  hoped  in  any  new  arrange- 
ment made  with  regard  to  apprenticeship, 
that  the  rules  would  not  be  too  hard  and  fast. 
They  did  not  want  to  flood  the  trade,  but  they 
wanted  a  steady  supply  of  competent  labour 
so  that  as  their  busmesses  extended  there 
would  be  the  labour  available  and  thus 
obviate  orders  going  to  .\merica  and  Ger- 
many, where  they  never  ought  to  go. 

The  speaker  went  on  to  mention  certain 
points  in  the  Industrial  Council  constitution, 
and  in  a  reference  to  Mr.  Isaacs'  scheme  for  a 
National  Sanatorium,  he  mentioned  that  his 
own  company  of  Waterlow  and  Sons,  Ltd., 
had,  that  morning,  decided  to  vote  £500  to- 
ward the  scheme.  Sir  William  went  on  to 
advocate  the  establishment  of  canteens  and 
mentioned  the  difficulties  that  young  people 
in  printing  establishments  in  London  had  in 
obtaining  proper  facilities  for  taking  their 
■  meals.  He  mentioned  that  during  the  war 
Ur.  Ross,  one  of  the  city  factory  doctors,  had 
suggested  the  use  of  city  company  halls  in 
this  connection.  As  a  concludmg  word  Sir 
William  urged  the  adoption  of  the  costing 
system  which  had  proved  so  useful  to  all  who 
had  installed  it.     (.\pplause.) 

Mr.  J.  Crowle  Smith  proposed  a  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  speakers,  and  Mr.  A.  Bennett 
seconded,  both  speakers  remarking  on  the 
value  of  that  evening's  discussion. 

.Mr.  Isaacs,  in  reply,  expressed  the  hope  that 
in  the  future  they  would  have  more  confer- 
ences of  that  public  kind.  He  would  even 
like  to  see  the  present  question  of  wages  dis- 
cussed from  the  platform  with  the  hall  full  of 
workpeople  and  employers. 

Mr.  Mc.Ara  later  in  the  evening  asked  the 
President  of  the  London  Association,  Mr.  R. 


A.  Austen- Leigh,  to  address  the  gathering,  and 
mentioned  the  deeper  interest  which  was  now 
taken  by  the  members  in  the  work  of  the  Lon- 
don Association. 

Mr.  Austen- Leigh  spoke  of  the  excellent 
work  of  Mr.  McAra  in  connection  with  the 
Central  Districts  Branch,  and  said  they  were 
also  extremely  fortunate  in  having  Mr. 
Burchell  as  a  very  energetic  secretary.  He 
went  on  to  say  that  with  the  additions  which 
were  to  be  made  to  the  Central  Districts 
Branch  the  membership  of  their  London  Asso- 
ciation would  reach  four  figures.  (Applause.) 
They  were  sometimes  told  of  the  alarming 
number  of  master  printers  in  London  and  at 
the  recent  dinner  the  figure  of  2,000  was  men- 
tioned. Although  they  did  not  think  there 
were  quite  so  many,  the  membership  repre- 
sented about  90  per  cent,  of  the  employers  in 
London  (Hear,  hear.)  The  speaker  con- 
gratulated the  Central  Districts  Branch  upon 
the  very  excellent  entertainment  they  pro- 
vided that  night. 

Mr.  A.  E.  Goodwin,  Secretary  of  the  Federa- 
tion, in  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
chairman,  said  the  gathering  had  been  an 
inspiration  to  all  of  them  who  had  been  con- 
nected with  the  work  of  organisation.  He 
mentioned  that  at  the  Industrial  Council 
meeting  that  week  the  question  was  discussed 
as  to  why  it  was  so  difficult  in  certain  centres 
to  get  more  women  to  come  into  the  printing 
trade.  This  led  Mr.  Goodwin  to  suggest  a 
joint  discussion  say.  by  Mrs.  Bridges  or  Mrs. 
Cheshire  and  Lady  Waterlow.  (Hear,  hear.) 
Then  they  might  have  an  interesting  discus- 
sion on  piece-work  if  they  could  get  Mr.  'I .  E. 
Naylor  to  give  his  views  from  the  composing- 
room,  and  Mr.  Hunt  to  advance  arguments 
from  the  binding  department.  (Laughter  and 
applause.)  ^ 

With  regard  to  the  District  Committee  for 
London  under  the  Industrial  Council,  Mr. 
Goodwin  said  they  had  reached  a  stage  when 
this  would  soon  be  formed.  Both  sides  had 
agreed  upon  a  number  of  rules  and  the  next 
stage  would  be  the  inaugural  meeting,  and  h- 
thought  the  President  of  the  Master  Printers 
Vssociation  would  have  formed  some  idea, 
from  the  successful  character  of  that  gather- 
ing, of  the  most  successful  way  to  inaugurate 
the  District  Committee  for  London.  (Hear, 
hear.)  ,    ,  ,     . 

Mr.  Oscar  Griffiths  seconded  the  resolution, 
which  was  cordially  carried,  and  the  chair- 
man suitably  responded.  . 

The  musical  programme  presented  during 
the  evening  was  of  a  very  nigh  order.  Selec- 
tions were  performed  by  an  orchestra  consist- 
ing of  Messrs.  J.  Lacey.  A.  E.  Cox,  W.  G. 
Britton,  C.  Clarke,  W.  Jarvis  and  F.  C.  Ives, 
who  also  contributed  solos.  Contributions  to 
ah  excellent  entertainment  were  also  provided 
by  Mr.  William  Burt  and  Misses  Dorothy 
Dawe  and  Marjorie  Burt.

The  co-efficient  is  in- 
creased from  1-6  to  3. 

Synthetic  Resin.— The  Barrett  Company, 
of  New  York,  who  have  also  a  London  office 
at  6,  Dyers-buildings,  Holborn,  E.C.4.,  have 
successfully  produced  a  Synthetic  Resm, 
which  replaces  a  portion  of  the  Damar,  Ester 
^nd  Kauri  gums  and  ordinary  resin,  with  the 
itrade  name  of  Cumar.  This  resin  is  used  in 
ithe  manufacture  of  printing  inks  and  water- 
proofing papers.  It  can  also  be  used  very 
.effectively  as  a  binder,  possessing  greater 
strength  than  the  ordinary  glue  at  present 
used.  We  hope  to  be  able"  to  give  more  and 
fuller  details  in  a  later  issue  as  to  how 
Synthetic  Resin  may  be  used  in  the  various 
trades  connected  with  the  bookbinding  and 
printing  industries. 


Mr.  T.  M.  Ainscough,  H.M.  Trade  Commis- 
sioner in  India,  whose  comprehensive  report 
on  the  trade  of  India  embraced  paper  and 
stationery,  is  to  undertake  a  tour  of  business 
centres  in  this  country,  commencing  May  3rd.

Goode  lost  his  sight  about  two  years  ago. 

That  a  bookbinding  can  endure  for  800 
years  was  proved  in  the  recent  Yates  Thomp- 
son sale,  where  was  seen  an  early  thirteenth- 
century  manuscript  of  "  Cassiodorus  and 
Seneca  "  in  its  lasting  contemporary  cover  of 
oak-boards  and  white  kid,  made  at  Waltham 
Abbey.

Current  Topics. 


Wages  1 

Another  crisis  is  upon  the  printing  trade  of 
the  country,  and  once  more  it  arises  on  the 
question  of  wages.  An  offer  by  the  employers 
of  6s.  has  been  rejected  by  the  members  of  the 
unions.  What  the  outcome  will  be  remains 
to  be  seen,  but  a  meeting  has  been  called  for 
Friday  next  by  the  London  Master  Printers' 
Association  in  order  to  deal  with  the  situation, 
and  the  Federation  Council  are  pressing  on 
the  unions  the  desirability  of  referring  the 
whole  question  to  the  Joint  Industrial 
Council  of  the  Printing  Trade.  Apparently 
the  Labour  Committee  has  gone  as  far  as 
it  dare  with  negotiations,  and  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  general  body  are  now  re- 
quired. There  are  not  wanting  signs  that  em- 
ployers are  becoming  irritated  over  the  inces- 
sant demands  which  are  being  made  upon  them. 
Although  for  the  time  being  there  is  plenty  of 
work,  much  of  it  is  of  an  abnormal  character, 


and  in  the  meantime  other  means  of  publicity 
are  being  adopted  for  some  of  the  more 
regular  classes  of  printing,  the  effect  of  which 
may  become  apparent  only  when  it  is  too 
late  to  adopt  remedial  measures.  The  next 
week  or  two,  however,  will  see  some  definite 
step  taken  either  for  peace  or  war.  May  it  be 
peace— and  with  honour. 


Union  Leaders. 

The  lot  of  the  union  leaders  in  these  days 
is  not  a  happy  one.  Little  wonder,  therefore, 
that  there  are  rumours  of  a  prominent  official 
in  the  printing  trade  going  over  to  an  em- 
ployers'organisation.  Of  recent  years  there 
has  been  a  pretty  constant  stream  in  this 
direction.  It  behoves  the  rank  and  file,  there- 
fore, to  cultivate  the  loyalty  of  those  who 
have  served  them  so  well.  There  are  too 
many  indications  at  the  present  time  that  the 
rank  and  file  are  inclined  to  kick  over  the 
traces,  a  tendency  which,  if  carried  out,  would 
recoil  upon  the  workpeople  themselves.  A 
labour  leader  recently  pointed  to  the  danger 
of  playing  into  the  hands  of  the  extremists. 
The  danger  would  be  to  the  more  moderate 
trade  unionists,  who  are  happily  in  the  ma- 
jority and  upon  whom  depends  so  much  the 
economic  stability  of  the  country. 
«  •  « 
Piece  Scale  Rejected. 

Members  of  the  L.S.C.  have  rejected  the 
piece  scale  as  recommended  by  their  Com- 
mittee. Thus  is  upset  for  the  time  being  the 
work  of  their  own  representatives  and  the 
Committee  of  the  London  Master  Printers' 
Association  covering  a  period  of  five  months. 
The  L.S.C.  are  endeavouring  to  arrange  for  a 
conference  with  the  L.M.P.A.  with  a  view  to 
re  opening  the  matter.  The  task  of  leaders 
on  both  sides  of  industry  is  not  an  enviable 
one  in  these  days.

The  Picture  Postcard  Tax. 

Publishers  of  picture  postcards  report  that 
the  threatened  increase  of  postage  on  postcards, 
from  id.  to  i^d.,  has  already  produced  a  detri- 
mental effect  upon  their  trade,  many  orders 
having  been  cancelled  or  considerably  reduced. 
They  urge  that  in  the  interests  of  the  British 
picture  postcard  industry  this  question  of  the 
change  of  postage  should  be  considered  and 
decided  immediately,  as  the  mere  threat  of  an 
increase  is  a  hardship  to  the  multitudes  en- 
gaged in  the  production  and  sale  of  picture 
postcards.  It  is  somewhat  reassuring  to  hear 
that  the  Postmaster  General  promised  the 
influential  deputation  that  waited  upon  him 
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Jast  week  that  the  representations  made  to 
him  would  receive  careful  and  prompt  atten- 
tion. The  matter  at  issue  is  something  very 
much  more  important  than  the  mere  question 
of  the  balance  of  loss  and  gain  to  the  Post 
Office  by  the  proposed  revenue  from  a  smaller 
number  of  postcards  at  an  increased  rate.  It 
is  the  prosperity  of  an  important  British 
industry  that  is  at  stake  ;  and  even  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  Exchequer  alone,  regarded 
apart  from  the  vast  private  interests  affected, 
the  suggestion  to  gain  a  comparatively  small 
increase  of  revenue  in  one  section  of  the 
postal  service  by  seriously  damaging— some 
say  destroying  — a  big  and  important  tax- 
paying  industry,  is  a  proposition  that  should 
be  subjected  to  the  most  careful  scrutiny. 
Moreover,  scores  of  thousands  of  actual  par- 
ticipants in  the  picture  postcard  trade, 
together  with  the  many  millions  of  the 
general  public,  involved  as  postcard-users, 
represent  interests  that  cannot  wisely  be 
ignored.  We  fancy  the  traders  alone— who 
are  now  being  informed  of  the  position  as  it 
stands  at  present,  and  are  being  invited  to 
communicate  on  the  matter  with  their 
members  of  Parliament— will  raise  no  negli- 
gible voice  of  protest  against  the  proposed 
impost.

Restrictions  on  Paper  Buying. 
The  scarcity  of  certain  lines  of  paper  is  be- 
coming so  acute  that  some  of  the  regulations 
to  which  we  became  accustomed  during  the 
war  are  being  re-introduced  by  wholesale 
houses.  In  one  case  customers  are  allowed  a 
percentage  of  bank  paper  on  condition  that  a 
proportion  of  other  makes  or  grades  of  paper 
is  taken.  Evidently  the  idea  is  to  curtail  the 
activities  of  the  bu3ers  who  are  collecting 
this  special  line  of  stock  from  all  sources 
where  it  is  available.  In  all  directions  there 
is  a  limit  set  to  the  amount  of  paper  which  a 
customer  may  be  allowed  to  order.  The 
prompt  or  early  cash  policy  is  gaining  ground, 
as,  indeed,  it  is  bound  to  do  if  the  mills  re- 
quire cash  on  delivery  from  their  own  cus- 
tomers. 


Postcards  and  Postage.— Producers  and 
sellers  of  picture  postcards  should,  in  the 
interests  of  their  trade,  make  it  known  as 
widely  as  possible  that  although  on  June  1st 
the  postal  rate  for  letters  will  be  raised  to  2d., 
no  increase  in  the  rate  for  postcards  will  take 
place  until  October  ist.  Last  week's  depu- 
tation of  postcard  publishers  and  others  were 
assured  of  this  by  the  Postmaster  Geheral 
who  said  that  in  any  event  the  proposed 
postage-increase  on  postcards  would  have  to 
be  discussed  and  confirmed  at  the  Inter- 
national Postal  Congress  to  be  held  at  Madrid 
next  October.

The  Health  of  the  Binder. 

In  many  binderies  there  -is  an  absence  of 
healthy  conditions  that  is  most  hurtful  to  the 
workpeople  who  are  condemned  to  toil  within 
their  walls,  and  are,  in  fact,  hot  beds  of  disease, 
consumption  and  other  troubles  being  in- 
duced by  the  conditions  under  which  the 
work  is  carried  out.  Some  of  these  places 
are  so  ill-lit  that  gas  is  necessary  in  summer 
as  well  as  winter,  and  windows  are  so  placed 
that  sunlight  never  penetrates  to  the  interior 
of  the  workshops.  As  a  result  the  germ- 
killing  power  of  the  sun  is  lost  and  the  spread 
of  disease  is  facilitated  ;  the  ventilation,  too, 
in  very  many  instances  is  deficient,  and  the 
air  becomes  poisonous  in  a  very  short  time. 
In  such  sunless  workshops  the  employees  are 
generally  pale  or  sallow,  and  there  is  an 
absence  of  that  cheerfulness  that  goes  so  far  to 
keep  the  worker  in  good  health.  Recently  a 
bookbinding  firm  removed  from  a  building 
of  this  kind  to  new  premises  specially  built 
for  them,  and  the  result  to  the  v/orkers  has 
been  very  beneficial.  Coughs  and  colds  have 
disappeared,  there  is  less  lost  time,  and  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  general  health 
of  the  whole  staff  has  taken  place.  In  the 
smaller  binderies  where  work  is  carried  on  in 
one  or  two  rooms  of  what  was  formerly  a 
dwelling  house,  of  which  places  there  are  so 
many  in  the  City,  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to 
secure  ideal  working  conditions,  but  in  most 
cases  a  little  alteration  to  windows  and  atten- 
tion to  proper  methods  of  ventilation  may 
make  great  improvement  on  the  working 
conditions,  and  it  is  incumbent  on  employers 
to  see  that  their  employees  carry  on  their 
daily  toil  under  the  best  conditions  possible. 
It  is  not  only  good  for  the  workers  but  leads 
to  increased  output. 


A  riammoth  Volume. 

The  largest  examples  of  bound  books  that 
we  have  as  yet  recorded  have  hailed  from  the 
United  States,  but  that  country's  record  for 
size  is  run  pretty  close  by  the  great  hand- 
written Bible  that  is  on  view  at  the  offices  of 
the  Oxford  University  Press.  1  his  mammoth 
volume  is  five  feet  two  inches  in  length  and 
t4iree  feet  six  inches  wide,  and  the  covers  are 
a  fine  example  of  the  bookbinder's  art.  A 
rich  red  morocco  leather  has  been  used,  no 
fewer  than  twelve  large  skins  bemg  utilised 
for  the  work.  On  the  front  cover  the  arms  of 
thecounties  of  England  and  Scotland  are  inlaid 


in  blue  morocco  decorated  in  gold,  and  on  the 
back  cover  are  the  arms  of  the  Welsh  counties. 
The  centre  of  the  front  cover  is  occupied  by 
a  fine  example  of  inlaid  leather  work  in  the 
form  of  the  Royal  Arms,  the  heraldic  colours 
being  properly  represented.  The  leaves  of 
this  great  book  number  175,  and  are  formed 
of  stout  boards,  the  intention  being  to  have 
the  whole  of  the  Scriptures,  from  Genesis  to 
Revelation,  hand  written  by  eminent  per- 
sonages, each  of  whom  will  contribute  a  por- 
tion, and  these  include  the  King,  the  Queen 
and  the  Prince  of  Wales.  There  is  space  for 
12,000  "contributors,"  to  each  of  whom  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  space  will  be  allocated.  The 
volume  has  been  prepared  with  a  view  to  a 
Bible  crusade  in  1921,  and  it  will  be  mounted 
on  a  motor  car  fitted  with  a  folding  pulpit 
and  platform.  Hopes  are  entertained  by  the 
promoters  of  the  crusade  that  this  great  Bible 
may  be  taken  overseas  and  shown  in  our 
Colonies. 


Dutch  Metal  or  Gold? 

In  a  recent  issue  of  the  Publishers'  Circular 
there  appeared  a  letter  in  which  it  was  stated 
that  bookbinders  were  using  Dutch  metal  for 
the  tooling  of  their  books  instead  of  gold  leaf, 
and  this  has  drawn  the  following  reply  from 
Mr.  W.  T.  Morrell,  of  W.  T.  Morrell  and  Co., 
Nottingham  -  court,  Endell -street,  W.C,  in 
which  that  gentleman  disputes  the  assertion 
made.  Mr.  Morrell's  letter  is  as  follows  :— 
"May  I  encroach  on  your  kindness  by  insert- 
ing the  following  reply  to  your  reader  who 
seems  to  think  that  all  bookbinders  of  any 
repute  are  using  other  than  gold  leaf  for  their 
work.  I  write  not  only  as  bookbinder  of  some 
repute,  but  as  a  genuine  gold  leaf  beater  ;  and 
I  speak  on  behalf  of  a  number  of  London 
binders,  that  all  our  gilt  work  is  done  with 
genuine  English  gold  leaf,  and  if  your  reader 
cares  to  inspect  our  premises  he  can  see  the 
gold  being  beaten  and  used.  His  article  is 
extremely  detrimental  to  our  trade,  and  I 
suggest  that  if  his  books  are  being  tooled 
with  the  Dutch  metal  he  says  they  are,  he 
should  immediately  go  to  a  bookbinder  who 
is  only  too  ready  to  give  him  a  guarantee  as 
to  the  gold  leaf  they  use."  It  is  good  to  have 
this  assurance  from  an  expert  that  our  books 
are  not  being  disfigured  by  the  use  of  Dutch 
metal,  which  tarnishes  and  blackens  on  ex- 
posure to  the  air  in  a  very  short  time,  and  the 
use  of  which  would  certainly  discredit  any 
firm  of  bookbinders  who  attempted  to  palm 
off  the  imitation  for  the  genuine  article.

The  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation was  held  on  the  4th  inst.  at  St.  Bride 
Institute,  the  chair  being  occupied  by  the  pre- 
sident (Mr.  A.  J.  Daines),  who  was  supported 
by  the  vice-president  (Mr.  A.  W.  Hunt).  There 
was  a  large  attendance,  and  members  con- 
tinue to  manifest  an  ever-widening  interest  in 
the  affairs  of  the  Association. 

During  the  evening  a  very  able  lecture  on 
"Workshop  Management  "  was  given  by  Mr. 
F.  Arnott,  who  succeeded  in.mamtaining  the 
attention  of  his  hearers  from  start  to  finish. 

After  the  minutes  of  the  last  monthly  meet- 
ing had  been  confirmed,  and  some  corres- 
pondence dealt  with,  the  following  new  mem- 
bers were  formally  elected  :— Mr.  George  Day 
(binding),  Mr.  R.  J.  Hawton  (ruling  depart- 
ment), Straker  Bros.;  Mr.  G.  R.  Benbridge 
(warehouse  department),  Charles  and  Son 
The  President  extended  to  the  new  members 
a  warm  welcome. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  owing  to 
one  or  two  accounts  outstanding  the  report  of 
the  annual  dinner  would  have  to  be  deferred 
till  the  next  monthly  meeting. 

After  some  discussion,  it  was  arranged  to 
hold  a  ramble  to  Virginia  Water  on  June  5th, 
It  being  unanimously  agreed  t6  ask  the  ladies 
to  accompany  the  party  on  that  occasion. 

On    the    motion    of     the    Vice  -  President, 
seconded  by  Mr.  F.  .A.rnott,  a  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  was  accorded  the  stewards  for  their 
services  at  the  annual  dinner. 
Organisation. 

Mr.  Arnott,  who  was  warmly  applauded  on 
rising  to  address  the  meeting,  said  that  work- 
shop management  was  one  of  the  deciding 
factors  of  future  industrial  progress.  The  time 
had  come  when  only  the  best  organised  factory 
would  stand  the  strain  of  commercialism. 
The  worn  out,  slipshod  methods  of  organisa- 
tion, proceeded  Mr.  Arnott,  should  be  cast  off. 
In  considering  matters  like  labour  saving 
machinery,  economy  of  time  and  material,  it 
is  necessary  to  take  into  account  the  question 
of  human  nature.  In  this  country  we  have 
some  of  the  cleanest  and  straightest  of  busi- 
ness men,  but  the  chief  ob.stacles  to  further 
progress  in  workshop  organisation  are  conser- 
vatism iti  our  business  methods  and  defective 
education.  As  overseers  and  managers,  the 
hindrances  due  to  ignorance  and  custom  must 
be  circumvented  by  equipping  themselves 
with  that  knowledge  which  will  help  them  to 
consolidate  and  co  ordinate  all  the  various 
departments  over  which  they  have  control. 
Harmony  in  the  Workshop. 

Mr.  Arnott  expressed  his  belief  that  lack  of 
harmony  in  the  workshop  was  the  seat  of 
many  troubles.  It  was  the  duty  of  overseers 
to  try  to  visualise  the  views  of  the  men,  to 
endeavour  to  see  from  their  point  of  view  the 
many  disputes  that  take  place,  and  then  to 
judge  of  the  dispute  without  prejudice.  It 
was  their  duty  to  acquire  a  definite  mind 
picture  of  all  disputes,  and  this,  he  contended, 


was  one  of  the  underlying  characteristics  of 
successful  management,  and  more  likely  to 
bring  about  efficiency  in  the  workshop.  A 
successful  foreman  should  be  the  worker's 
guide,  philosopher  and  friend,  and  should  not 
appear  as  his  judge  or  lord  high  executioner. 
He  should  maintain  discipline  with  diplo- 
macy. 

Science  Necessary. 

Mr.  Arnott,  in  conclusion,  pleaded  that  over- 
seers and  managers  should  embrace  the  appli- 
cation of  practical  science  and  standardised 
methods  in  the  work  of  their  departments. 
To-day  science  and  standardisation  point 
like  sign-posts  along  the  road  of  commerce 
and  industry,  and  should  be  studied  in  every 
way  as  much  as  the  lawyer  or  doctor  studies 
the  technicalities  of  his  profession. 

In  opening  the  discussion,  Mr.  T.  Hill  said 
he  thought  that  the  customer  was  the  biggest 
obstacle  to  organisation  we  have  to  deal  with. 

Mr.  Arnott  said  that  was  true,  but  the  custo- 
mer, too,  must  be  educated  to  the  conditions^ 
under  which  his  work  is  executed. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Tyler,  in  moving  a  hearty  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  lecturer,  said  he  agreed  with 
Mr.  Arnott  .that  one  of  the  functions  of  the 
overseer  should  be  as  a  teacher,  but  he  must 
be  careful  how  he  goes  about  it.  In  regard  to 
the  customer,  he  always  laid  it  down  that  he 
must  have  the  job  from  the  other  departments- 
so  as  to  give  him  sufficient  time  to  finish  the 
job  ready  for  delivery  to  the  customer. 

Mr.  T.  Hunt,  in  his  characteristically 
humorous  manner,  said  his  greatest  difficulties- 
arose  with  the  travellers.  He  held  what  he 
might  call  a  morning  seance  or  conversazione 
with  these  gentlemen,  and  was  nearly  always 
successful  in  finally  coming  to  a  mutual 
agreement  in  regard  to  the  work  in  hand.  He 
had  much  pleasure  in  seconding  the  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  lecturer. 

Mr.  J.Walker  spoke  of  the  inferiority  of  bind- 
ing to-day  as  compared  with  years  ago,  and 
urged  the  proper  technical  training  of  boys  in 
the  craft. 

Mr.  Arnott  briefly  acknowledged  the  vote  of 
thanks,  which  brought  the  meeting  to  a  close 


Bookbinders  and   Paper  Workers. 


An  important  scheme  for  amalgamation  is- 
now  before  the  executives  of  the  National 
Union  of  Printing  and  Paper  Workers  and 
the  National  Union  of  Bookbinders.  Close 
upon  twelve  months  have  been  occupied  in 
drawing  up  the  scheme,  which  is  now  com- 
pleted. The  proposals  provide  for  the  entire 
amalgamation  of  the  two  unions  under  the 
title  of  the  National  Union  of  Printing,  Book- 
binding, Machine  Ruling  and  Paper  Workers. 

If  the  scheme  is  adopted,  it  will  give  a 
membership  of  over  100,000.  At  the  end  of 
last  year  the  membership  of  the  National 
Union  of  Printing  and  Paper  Workers  was 
over  73,000,  representing  by  far  the  largest 
organisation  in  the  printing  and  paper  trades. 
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New    Inventions. 
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Music,  etc.  Covers. 

Among  the  recent  patents  in  connection 
with  bookbinding  is  one  that  relates  to 
covers  for  music,  books,  pamphlets,  etc.,  and 
which  consists  in  providing  the  ordinary  two- 
back  cover  a  of  paper  or  the  like  with  a 
gummed  strip  b  along  the  interior  of  the 
middle  fold,  the  strip  being  secured  to  the 
cover  by  wire  staples  c  having  extensions 
adapted  to  secure  the  contents  to  the  cover. 


The  gummed  strip  provides  a  strengthening- 
attachment  for  the  exterior  of  the  contents. 
The  invention  is  patented  by  Mr.  M.  J. 
Pienas. 


Ruling  Adjustments 

Messrs.  A.  \'.  and  W.  E.  Shaw  have  patented 
an  invention  in  which  the  cam-heads  for 
operating  the  gate  and  strikers  to  control 
the  passage  of  sheets  through  disk  ruling- 
machines  are  loosely  mounted  on  the  shafts 
of  the  cylinders  and  are  driven  independently 
thereof  through  change-gear,  thereby  en- 
abling the  machine  to  be  adjusted  for  ruling 
sheets  of  less  length  than  the  maximum  with- 
out excessive  spaces  between  successive  sheets. 
The  sheet-feed  is  driven  from  one  of  the  cam- 
heads.  The  cam-head  loose  on  the  back 
cylinder  shaft  is  driven  by  a  chain  26  from  the 
cam-head  2  which  is  loose  on  the  front 
cylinder  shaft  and  driven  through  change- 
wheels  2',  17,  16,  14  from  the  wheel  13  on  the 
driving  shaft   i.    The  sheets  are  fed  from  a 


pile  6  by  rubber  disks  4  carried  by  a  rod  7 
which  is  reciprocated  by  a  link   10   from   a 


rock-lever  11  oscillated  from  an  eccentric  21 
on  the  cam-head  2. 


Detachable  Covers. 

In  an  invention  patented  by  Messrs.  C. 
Knight  and  Co.  and  J.  S.  King,  protective  de- 
tachable covers  are  attached  to  books  by 
straps  on  the  detachable  cover  passing 
through  loops  on  the  book  cover.  The  boards 
A  of  a  detachable  cover  have  straps  C,  D 
fastened  to  the  inside  at  the  top  and  bottom. 
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Cuts  E  are  made  in  the  book  cover  B  to  form 
loops  under  which  the  straps  are  passed.  The 
end  of  the  strap  C  is  cut  away  to  form  flaps 
H  which  pass  into  slits  I  in  the  end  of  the 
strap  D.  Pockets  J  at  the  corners  of  the 
board  A  receive  the  corners  of  the  cover  B.
